A quict evening at home changed 
dramatically last Thursday night for 
arctired Frederic Township couple. 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter McCoy were 
sitting in their family room, around 
10:15 p.m. on March 29 when an 
explosion occurred, setting their 
home on West Marker Road ablaze. 

According to Frederic Pire Chief 
Doug Pratt, the McCoys escaped 
the home without injury and catted 
O11 from their son’s home nearby. 
The couple told him had the explo- 
sion occurred a half an hour later, 
they would have been in bed and 
would have probably been injured, 

Because of the explosion, a 
mutual aid call went out to neigh- 
boring fire departments to assist 
and Chief Pratt said it appears to 
have paid off. “Lt have to thank 
those departments from Lovells, 
Grayling and Otsego — Lake 
Townships for all of their help, The 
main part of the house is a total 
loss, but we were able to save the 
family room and the garage 
bécause we hed a total of 29 - fire 
fighters on scene.”

Oscar “Pelee” Peterson, whose 
name goes hand in hand with the 
words “antique fish decoys,” was 
born of Swedish descent in 1887 


Peterson lived most of his life in 
Cadillac, where he worked as a 
guide and a landscaper until he 
died in [95]. 

He supplemented his income by 
carving fish decoys, signs, plaques 
and decorative pieces, then selling 
them at fishermen’s supply shops 
and to tourists traveling to north- 
ern Michigan for hunting and fish- 
ing trips. 

It is estimated Peterson carved 
10,000 to 15,000 fish decoys in his 
lifetime, with 1,500 to 2,000 
decoys still in existence. Seme of 
them may still be tucked away in 
local attics, on display or just plain 
forgotten. 

Peterson’s decoys maintained a 
slim, streamline shape and were 
also close representations of a real 


life form in size and shape. The 


wooden tail is curved and forks 
very little, and the lower jaw typi- 
cally extends out ahead of the 
upper. But, it is the paint that sets 
Peterson decoys apart from any 
others. 

Peterson tended to use bright 
primary colors, yet maintained the 
coloring of the real life fish. The 
trout had their spots and the perch 
had their stripes; however, they 
tended to be more extravagant.

many states, are still used in parts 
of Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Minnesota. They are hung from 
their own jigging sticks and swum 
in a circular pattern below the ice 
as bait for larger fish. 

Decoys were nade of wood, tin, 
copper and even lead in a three- 
dimensional form so that they 
were more realistic in their move- 
ment under the ice. It is no won- 
der many of the decoys taday are 
in very rough condition due to the 
icy water and the brute force of the 
fishermen's spears sometimes hit- 
ting the “wrong” fish.

It has been said Peterson has 
made the most important fish 
decoys of all time. At the 1995

decoy auction. There will be a 
dozen Oscar Peterson fish decoys 
and plaques in the April 2002 
decoy auction.

> New course of 
action gives voters a 
choice: expand the 


use or halve the tax

The Grayling City Council has 
changed its plans for income tax 
reform by rescinding a March 11 
motion and passing a new motion 
on March 27. 

The intention of the March (i 
motion was to cul the city’s income 
tax collection from one percent to 
1/2 percent (for city residents) and 
1/2 percent to 1/4 percent for non- 
residents that work within the city 
limits. The motion passed 3-1, with 
Mayor Dave Wyman voting “no” 
and Councilperson Kathy Awizsus 
absent. 

At the council’s March 25 regu- 
lar meeting, City Manager Allen 
Lowe — referencing an opinion 
obtained from City Attorney David 
Sabin — informed the council that 
the motion was not sufficient to 
change the income tax rate. In order 
to legally reduce the rate, the 
motion would have had to contain 
specific references of language in 
the ordinance to, be, changed, he 
said.

| to spring ahead 


P Idea of more 
daylight during 
waking hours goes 
back a long way

The days are growing longer as 
spring gets under way, but Mother 
Nature ts about to get a boost from 
a concept that has been around since 
the days of our founding fathers. 

Daylight Savings Time (DST) 
will officially begin Sunday, April 7 
at 2 a.m., when most slates turn 
timepieces ahead one hour, allow- 
ing for a perceived extra hour of 
daylight. (It is also time to check 
(he batteries in smoke and carbon 
monoxide detectors.) The tradition 
began, as we know it, in 1966 with 
the passage by Congress of the 
Uniform Time Act, but the idea was 
conceived long before that by 
American statesman and inventor, 
Benjamin Franklin. 

In-1784, Franklin got the idea that 
reset(ing clocks one hour ahead 
would create more daylight during 
waking hours. At that time, he was 
serving as Minister to France. 
According (o his calculations, 
French shopkeepers could save 
about one million francs each year 
on the cost of candles, 

British builder and Parliament 


member, William Willett proposed . 


the adoption of advanced time in 
1907 to reduce the expense of artifi- 
cial lighting for workers and those 
involved in recreation. The propos- 
al met with mixed review and was 
not adopted. 

Germany began — observing 
Daylight Savings Time in 1916, 
during World War I, in an effort to 
conserve fuel and the rest of Europe 
followed closely behind. The 
United States did not adopt the con- 
cept until 1918, but Congress abol- 
ished the practice when the war 
ended, leaving decisions on time 
changes up to the local govern- 
ments. 

During World War II, President 
Franklin Roosevelt began year- 
round DST and called it “War 
Time,” running from February 9, 


1942 until the fast Sunday in: 


September, 1945. Many states and 
localities opted to adopt summer 
DST the following year. |

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New city hall may go near old one 


> Plans for new 
city hall shift from 
Bear Archery land 
back to city land

The Grayling City Council has 
again shifted its focus with regard to 
asite for anew city hall. The city ts 
now looking into building a new 
hall near or onto the ofd city hall on 
James Street the AuSable 
River. 

The city moved out of its old 
home in January of 2000 alter teas- 
ing the entire building to the State 
Police Forensic Lab. The city’s 
offices and police department have 


nee 


been leasing temporary space in a 
building on M-72 West ever since. 

Afler moving out and examining 
several possible sites for a new hall, 
the city was going to build near the 
fire station on James Sireet, but 
those plans were — eventually 
scrapped. The city then planned to 
build on the Bear Archery property 
on M-72 West, but that land is in the 
process of environmental clean-up 
with the = Crawford — County 
Browntiekl Redevelopment 
Authority, making a fime and an 
exact location for building two 
Major uncertainties. 

On Monday, March 25, the coun- 
cil examined three basic design 
sketches from Butcher & Associates 
architects. 

City Manager Allen Lowe said 


other architecture firms have 
expressed an interest in designing 
the new city hall, and the city has 
not selected a firm yet. 

(The City of Grayling and 
Grayling Township are currently in 
the process of trying to find a new 
home for the Grayling — Fire 
Departnent. A couple possibilities 
for new city hall involve the exist- 
ing fire department building.) 

The three renderings presented at 
last. Monday’s council meeting 
included the fotlowing basic option 
proposals: (A) build new city hall 
where the fire department building 
is with a spot for expansion of the 
crime lab building in between new 
city hall and the forensic lab. if 
needed: (B) build new city hall just 
northeast. of old city along the 


AuSable River; (C) build new city 
hall as a two-story addition onto the 
southwest edge of the old. city 
hall/lorensic lab building (at the top 
of the river bank hill). 

“T like °C." Councilman Jerry 
Hayes said. “I like the idea of hav- 
ing city hall up front and visible.” 

Mayor Dave Wyman and council 
members Kathy Awizsus and Brian 
Banda also spoke in favor of option 
“C. No decision has been made. 
however, 

Lowe said the council still needs 
to decide how to finance the 
endeavor — financing all, part, or 
paying cash ~ in addition to decid- 
ing whether to hire a general con- 
tractor or construction manager {0 
handle the construction end of the 
project,

Teachers, coaches should 
be trained in first aid 


To the editor, 

The American Red Cross is lead- 
ing an effort to make schools, 
homes and workplaces safer. We 
have all learned the painful lessons 
of the past year - that emergencies 
happen without notice or time to 
prepare. None of us can predict 
when we may be called upon to 
respond in a crisis, 

In our schools, it is the teachers 
and the coaches who are on the 
front lines for our children when an 
emergency happens. They carry the 
burden that in a time of need, they 
may have to respond quickly to an 
injured or ill child. 

Emergencies in our schools take 
many forms, from choking inei- 
dents in the Junchroom, to acci- 
dents on the playing field and even 
unthinkable tragedies in the class- 
room, 

Those who lead our youth need to 
be trained to respond quickly and 
appropriately with first aid, CPR or 
sports safety measures. Now is the 
time for training, not during a fran- 
tic 911 phone call when every sec- 
ond matters and a child’s life is at 
stake. 

Parents in our community should 
expect that our teachers and coach- 
es would provide proper care for a 
child during an incident or emer- 


gency. The Centers for Disease 
Control reports that injury visits to 
hospital emergency rooms by our 
youth average 2.6 million per year 
for sports related activities, or about 
91,000 annually in Michigan. 

It only makes sense that our 
coaches and teachers are trained, 
They work with our children every 
day, often spending more hours a 
day with our children than even the 
parents. So, when an injury does 
occur they must be able to respond 
immediately and with the proper 
(raining. 

Senate Bill 278 and House Bill 
4237 address training requirements 
for coaches and teachers respective- 
ly. Michigan needs to join the 2] 
other states that have some first aid 
requirement for teachers and the [8 
other states that require sports safe- 
ty training for coaches. 

It only makes sense to require 
those who work with our children to 
have proper first aid and sports safe- 
ty training. The cost is minimal-less 
than $50 for a six and one half-hour 
course. It’s an investment that 
could make a significant difference 
in.achild’s health and life.

Pratt said it took a litde over four 
hours to completely extinguish the 
fire. He has determined that a 
propane or LP gas feak allowed 
vapors to build up under the crawl 
space near the hot water tank and 
furnace. Onee the crawl space was 
filled, he said the gas travelled up a 
vent pipe where it was ignited, most 
likely by the furnace ignition. 

A pitted and worn copper pipe 
that carried the gas flow in the house 
has been determined the source of 
the leak. Pratt said maintenance of

very important and should be evalu- 
ated annually by a gas supplier pro- 
fessional or heating and cooling 
expert. The safest and most com- 
mon type of pipe used in gas appli- 
cations is “black pipe” that is resis- 
tant to pitting and corrosion, unlike 
copper piping. 

Pratt. urges all homeowners to 
have an annual inspection per- 
formed on their heating systems, 
including gas pipes.

Log grade recovery, scaling © 
topics of upcoming workshops 


Two workshops for loggers are 
planned beginning next week.
